LAWYERS SURPRISED. 


Indiana's Attorney Cren«ral Refuse*! to Act 


at, a Prosecutor. 


1%'iHANAPOLjs, July 10.— Lawyers are 


surprised at the action of the attorney 
general in the case of Jennie Carr, con- 
victed of child murder and sentenced 
to life imprieonment. The girl is poor 
and was deserted after being deceived 
and ruined. She placed her child in a 
"baby fsnu" and -with it a bottle of 
mili, -which was afterwards shown to 
have contained morphine. The child 
died. 


Upon appeal the' attorney general, 


who had convinced Himself of the girl's 
innocence, refused to jict as prosecutor, 
and said that he did "not consider it al- 
ways tho part of the state to assert a 
theory consistent with guilt and then 
contend for conviction. The supreme 
court ordered a new trial. Prosecutor 
Holtzman has filed a petition asking 
for *i rehearing on the ground that tho 
state's side was not properly presented. 


AN EASTERN WAR CLOUD. 


A Conflict May Take Flace Between Nor* 


way and Siredeu. 


BERLIN, July 10.— The conflict of the 


Norwegian Eadicas against the gov- 
ernment is approaching a dangerous 
climax. After decreeing the exclusion 
of the Swedish colois'from the national 
flag, a majority of I/ho storthing now 
refuses to vote supplies for the consular 
service unless then demands for con- 
bular representation for Norway be ac- 
corded. 


The Stockholm Allehanda, an official 
paper, says that the refusal will pro- 
voke a conflict between Norway and 
Sweden, and recommends an immediate 
discussion of the position by an extraor- 
dinary session of tho Swedish diet.

commendatory bill, viz: the act to tar the 
business of trafScingin cigarettes or cigar- 
ette wrappers. We append hdow the fall 
text ol the bill, which goes into effect 
Augaat first.

In tho dense gloom of tho forest, where 


ho branches interlace with each other, 
hey cannot eeeiiro enough light, but 
wherever tho continuity is broken by 
iver or savannah the trees on the bor- 
ers are decorated with a wealth of the,jo 
uteresting plants. From the river not li- 
ng but a sloping bank of foliage is vis- 
bio, but by paddling through the outor 
creen which comes down into the wi- 
er, a very pretty aceno is revealed over- 
cad. Although tho direct rays of tho 
uu are shut out, there is generally auf- 
icient light for the epiphytes, and hero 
lieygive qtii to a festive appearance to 
vhat would otherwise bo a tangle of 
aro limbs and brunches.—Longman's 
Ingazine.

PHOTOCiRAPHS IN MIJLTIBLE. 


raKsIurnoa Out by Tuouutmlii 


to Satisfy a Fail. 


Hidden -under the otaircaio of a f raino 


building on Pennsylvania avomie is an 
oddity iu the shape of a photographey'D 
shop. Nobody over goea there to have ' 
Us picture taken, and j-efc the businusa ' 
ia a proiitabla one. For ono thing, tlio 
proprietor hua a long lease o£ the prom- 
ises at a rental of only $3 a month. Hia 
.establishment amounts to nothing moro 
than a large closet, which is utilized as 
B darkroom for work. Thore Is nothing 
to be seen of bcreens, skylights, shabby 
furniture, which looks 83 good ua now 
when taken by the camera, or the in- 
struments for holding the head steady, 
which are so suggestive of torture to 
children. The worda, "Look pleasant, 
piease," ara never uttered in this ce- 
cltuled studio. 


In fact, tho photographer himself ia 


very rarely to be found ou the promisor, 
People send in-pictmres of themselves to 
be reproduced by an extraordinary proc- 
ess oj multiplication. They must be 
cabinet sized photographs. He hns mi 
instrument which looks very much like 
a stereoscope of the sort that one looki 
through at photographs, only about three 
times as big. Iu p]ac8 of tho part for 
the eyes there is a small camera, and n 
few inches in front of the latter is a kind 
of frame in which tho cabinet portiv.it 
to be reproduced is put. The camera, 
though such a little one, has 118 lenses. 
Ono might compare it to the eye of a 
boo, 
which is multiple in like fashion. 


It is a snap camera and makes 38 min- 


iature copies of the cabinet portrait nt 
ono shot on a single negative. From tho 
negative tho pictures aro printed off in 
sheets of 08 distinct photographs each. 
It does not tako long to produce them in 
large quantities at this rate, and so the 
operator fiiida a profit in selling them at 
tho price of $1 for 50. Ho sells 100 for 
S3, 500 for $7, or 1,000 for $14. It is a 
»very cheap way to rirocnro a lot of 
counterfeit presentments of one's self. 
A good many people order 500 or 1,000. 
At the timo ot the inauguration snch 
photographs otllr. Cleveland were worn 
as badges by somo of tho visiting politi- 
cal clubs, with a ribbon faatcning cadi 
ono to tlio buttonhole of the wearer. 


The back of these little photographs, 


which ore a novelty, aro spread with 
dextrine. It serves as a sort of muci- 
lage, BO that the pictures can be licked 
like postage stamps and stack uponuiiT- 
thing. Commercial travelers affix them 
to tho corners of their "advance cards," 
sometimes, which they mail a week or 
two ahead to tirms in towns which they 
expect to visit shortly. Thus the recipi- 
ents get n notion of the appearance of 
the agent before he comes along if they 
were not previously acquainted with 
him ^or are agreeably reminded of his 
physiognomy. In the same manner the- 
atrical people stick them on their letters, 
and various other professional persons 
adopt similar practices. In fact, it is 
anite a fad.— San Francisco Examiner.

Fisliliig on the Pacific Coast. 


The oldest iiJdustTy of tho Atlantic 


coast, tho fisheries, is tho newest indus- 
try oi tho Pacific. tTntil a few years 
ago tho fishermen 011 tho northern coasts 
of California paid no attention to the 
vast quantities of sturgeon and halibut 
there, regarding them as worthless, and 
it is only within two or three years that 


, the majority of places! further north and 
] down the southern coast now making 


money in fish have paid any attention 
whatever to the induiitry. 


Last year 0,000,000 -lounds of sturgeon 


were taken from the Columbia river and 
shipped east, and altogether 100 or so 
carloads of this ono kind of fish went 
east from that region 
In tho last year 


or two thero havo been large discoveries 
of halibut in Alaskan and other north- 
ern waters, and salmon are getting 
more plentiful in the streams of that re- 
gion. Los Angeles and other southern 
California poin&s have within a year or 
so become great shippers of fish to the 
east, barricudas and yellow tails being 
the chief varieties. 


A Glut of Mummies. 


Tho latest news from tho Egyutisn mu- 


seum at Gheezeh is that there'is such a 
glut of mummified humanity there, ow- 
ing to the quantities of priests of Am- 
mon discovered awhile ago in upper 
Egypt, ttont tho Egyptian government 
lias proposed to the museums of London, 
Paris, Berlin, Vienna, St. Petersburg and 
Eomci to take them off its hands. 
They 


are to bo divided into lots, which are to 
be drawn for by tho accepting parties. 
But at present ono and all aro somewhat 
reluclant to take them. So there is still 
a chance that the poor priests may fol- 
low in the wake of tlio sacred cats, whose 
mummified remains vrere shipped to Liv- 
erpool as a fertilizer for thejfields.—-Lou- 
don Tit-Bits.
